scarce since the war be.E^.n. Immigra- 
tion has almost stopped, and few work- 
ing women have come over. A great 
many American girls hare an un- 
reasonable but deep rooted 
prejudice 


against house work. 
They -will labor 


lor rates of pay in stoops, -which when 
cost of board is considered, are dis- 
tinctly- less than -what they should earn 
at housework. 


There is no particular reason why 


people who wish to employ servants, 
and are able to spend their money for 
that purpose, should not do so. Hany 
•women of some wealth who are now 
doing their own housework, would put 
in a. great deal of time on community 
causes, if their energeries were not 
taken up by washing dishes and sweep- 
ing floors. 
Also it becomes possible 


for many married women to engage 
in teaching or business, if they can 
hire girls to keep up their home work. 


In view of the feeling against house- 


work entertained by so many American

of domestic workers 


must be obtained largely from abroad.

Such 
conditions can not endure. "Where com- 
petition is so sharp that business men 
cannot get a. decent living and a fail- 
return, some one is sure to be crowded 
out of the trade. It simply means that 
there is not room enough for all who 
are trying- to serve the public in that 
particular 
line. 


Hence, if competition has reached 


that point of intensity, advertising be- 
comes more than every necessary. If 
anyone has to drop out, it will not be 
the store that advertises. That store 
1.3 sure to stay in the game. It will 
be the little place, that lacks funds and 
confidence to carry on an 
energetic 


sales campaign, which will be the first 
to succumb in an overcrowded trade.

SECRETARY BAKER.

Public.) 


This republic will prove ungrateful 


if the achievements of the quiet little 
man who has filled the post of secre- 
tary of war are allowed to go without 
fervent and enthusiastic appreciation. 
Viewing the work of the war depart- 
ment as a whole, we find an efficiency 
and an absence of scandal that should 
be the pride of the 
nation. Politics 


has had no place in our army. 
The 


most efficient men have been selected 
without 
regard 
to 
politics. Indeed, 


the only criticism involving politics 
has been that of short-sighted partisans 
who wanted political favorites with no 
adequate military training or exper- 
ience placed m command of troops- 
Political activity was avowedly made a 
bar to appointment to high commands. 


It is safe to say that the world never 


saw an army so free of political influ- 
ence, and animated by 
such a high 


spirit of idealism and true manliness 
as that 
which 
America 
sent 
to 


France. We take for granted achieve- 
ments that were new in military ms- 


ry. 
We have pnned that a great 


army can be raised 
and 
maintained 


without swashbuckling and carousing, 
that young men can become soldiers 
without becoming demoralized. 
Those 


who heard the ghastly stories of dis- 
ease in the armies that fought the first 
campaigns of this war 
realize 
the 


magnitude of our achievement. 
The 


presence of soldiers in or near Ameri- 
can cities has meant, not a relaxing 
of standards and an increased hcen- 
Liousness, but the reverse. 
Many a 


town and city is cleaner today than 
ever in its history because the armv 
authorities took more care for the wel- 
fare of the .soldiers than these towns 
.iad taken for the welfare of their own 
native boys. 
In big and little things 


Mr. Baker has proved himself a great 
executive and a statesman. 


the abandonment of the Ilrst brings 
down in ruins the whole purpose of the 
league of nations.

H might be pointed out that one of 


the chief tenents, if not the dominant 
one. 
of the proposed league of nations, 


is the self-determination of peoples, in- 
cluding, of course, those of the British 
Isles; inherent in that idea is a certain 
reluctance to molest the rightful sanc- 
tity of any country's domestic arrange- 
£r 


ments. Kngland. geographically speak- 
ing, is a very small Hand, far from 
self-supporting, actually depending for 
the bread of life on oveiseas traffic; cut 
off from her colonies and the grana- 
ries of the world she would face in- 
stant collapse. 


The British navy, any Britisher will 


tell you, is not the peisoiml weapon of 
King George, nor of any dominant 
figure or group in British public life; in 
the British mind it is essentially a de- 
fensive weapon forged by the British 
people themselves, and paid for by 
thexn, fully conscious of the purpose 
of the expenditure. The house of com- 
mons could not build, and could not 
support, the British navy, if the Brit- 
ish people didn't approve it. 


From the Pritish pblht of view, then, 


the navy is a domestic issue, and is de- 
termined by the inherent right of do- 
mestic 
self-government. 
expressed 


through democratic forms. 
It follows, 


also, that British statesmen cannot pre- 
tend to remove that national bulwark 
without a mandate to do so from the 
British "public who ordered it built and 
maintained: and such a mandate would 
be forthcoming, it is presumed, only if 
a wholly satisfactory alternative is of 
fered with which to replace it. 


It is a question to be considered 


without any premature irritation; if the 
peace conference means anything at 
all. it means a sympathetic and intelli- 
gent disposal of this and all similar 
problems; and the only way in which 
the public, here and elsewhere, can un- 
derstand and indorse these decisions is

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ONE OF WAR'S GREAT DEEDS 


Crossing of St. Quentin Canal by Brit- 


ish Troops Conceded to Be 


Remarkable Exploit. 


Probably one of the most remark- 


able exploits of the war was the cross- 
ing of the St. Quentin canal by a- 
brigade of South Stafford and North 
Stafford (British) troops In the course 
of the advance on Cambral. 
The 


canal Is a landmark in the country 
for miles around because of its dimen- 
sions, and just where the crossing was 
effected the waterway runs for some 
distance between very steep and high 
banks covered in some parts by'dense 
low brushwood. 
That the crossing 


was made by such a large number of 
men and so expeditiously is a remark- 
able tribute to the determination of 
the men and to the forethought of their 
commanders.

Generalship, I heard a chief of staff 


nt the front once say, Is three-quarters 
n knowledge of -the mood, the condi- 
tion and the character of your men. 
For a week I traveled the British 
front with n grizzled major of a High- 
land regiment, who had been In the 
game since 1914. We lunched one day 
with a mingled group of field and In- 
telligence officers, n Belgian on liaison 
work, nnd a visiting French captain. 
The talk, which was chiefly upon spe- 
cialties beyond the range of war, made 
one fact evident—the world of civilian 
life was more interesting than ever 
before to these men. They were pas- 
sionately desirous to get back, to 
"clean up the mess" there, to go on 
with their broken careers. 


"Plow do you stay so keen on your 


Job here," I nsked the major, after- 
ward, "when you are more weary of 
war than they are at home?" 


He flushed a little, British fashion. 


"Have to clean up this mess, first," he 
answered. 


A week later one of the most lovn- 


ble boys I have ever known (he was 
killed a week later) stood by his Nieu- 
port on the American front, talking 
to me before a fight 


"I don't think much of the danger." 


he said, "though I don't forget it. It's 
all part of the game."—Harper's Mag- 
azine. 


GERMANY WITHOUT A FRIEND 


Nation Stands Alone in the World, 


Seemingly With No One to Mourn 


for 
Her. 


One cannot help wondering what 


could -have Ijeen the emotions of the 
German ajrents in Spain when they 
read the dispatch sent by King Alfon- 
so to President 
Poineare. 
Those 


agents have worked hard through all 
these years of the war and spent money 
lavishly to.make and keep Spain the 
friend of Germany. They can claim* 
with some show of truth to have kept 
her neutral, but now, in the d&y of 
Germany's humiliation, she gets no 
sympathy from the Spanish king. In- 
;tead, he telegraphs to the French 
president enthusiastic congratulations 
on the victory of the -alliesj and calls 
the result achieved the reaching of 
"the end of this glorious epic of the 
French army and nation, which have 
shown us all," he adds, "what bravery 
and patriotism mean." 


Alfonso says ''us all," and no Span- 


lard protests, so they must join not 
only in the king's felicitation of Ger- 
many's enemy but also In the implied 
denial that Germany has shown any- 
body -what bravery and patriotism 
mean.

scored against German diplomacy and 
propaganda^ Is It-the hundredth or 
the thousandth?—New York Times, 


America's Tin Industry. 


While the United .States has at- 


tained a • commanding position in the 
tin plate export trade, it by no means 
equals that which England had before 
the -war. Data show that while our 
exports of tin plate have-grown from 
57,800 tons in 1913 to more than 233,- 
000 tons In 1917, they even now are 
less than 50 per cent of England's be- 
fore the -war, and only 35 per cent 
more than that country's present ex- 
ports. 


"Will this country ever have a tin in- 


dustry of its own? asks the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. The American tin-melt- 
ing Industry Is still In the childhood 
stage. Ore supplies In Bolivia, in 
South America, are believed to be 
large, but Bolivian producers are find- 
ing conditions here unsatisfactory for 
doing business. 
Only the future can 


tell -whether any relief Is possible from 
this source.

the stronghold of the Merovingians. 
The Slver lleuse, perhaps the river 
most connected with war, has the most 
peaceful of names, Jleuse being Cel- 
tic for the River of Meadows.

Newark Boy, After,Much 


Training, Is Assigned to 
Military Police Company 
At Noyan. 


Rapid training marked the experience 


of Howard L. Keller of Newark, when 
he was taken into Uncle Sani's army, 
and by reason of the thoroughness ot 
this training he saw much of France, 
having traveled across most of the 
northern part of that country in chang- 
ing from one training area, to another. 
He completed, the various course*? in 
machine gunnery and was then dis- 
patched to LeMans where lie was as- 
signed to a military police Unit which 
was assigned 
to duty near Noyan, 


where he was located when hostilities 
ceased. This, information is contained 
in a Kletter to The Advocate in which 
Keller thanks The • Advocate for the 
service medal, which he received --the 
day the armistice was signed 
His let- 
ter describes much of his life in France. 
.It follows: 
"Allow me to thank you for the ser- 


vice medal which T received and which 
is envied by all the boys in our com 
pany. I assure you that I am proud 
to wear it here in France—a gift of. the 
people of my own home'town and 
county 
, 
• 
"I shall ever treasure the medal and 
remember the date of its receipt, for It 
came to me on the day that the armis- 
tice was""signed, and what a'truly won- 
derful day that was, and what a thrill 
went through us all when the guns 
stopped boombing and we realized that 
the war was over. 
"I have read several-accounts of the 
celebrations in the states, and in some 
cases they must have ahad a 'hunch' 
and started several days in advance of 
the day the 
armistice 
"was signed. 
Dear old France In spite of all its vi- 
cissitudes celebrated In the best way 
she could;-people parading the streets 
carrying jack-o'-lanterns and singing 
at the top of their voices, while church 
bells pealed forth the glad tidings that 
the bloody struggle which cost so many 
millions of lives, was now at an end. 
"I do not know whether any; «f the 
boys over here have written in regard 
to the trip across, since^the censorship 
has been lifted so I will endeavor to 
tell you as correctly as possible of my 
trip to this most wonderful country. 
I left the best little city In th& 
world on April 29 and arrived in Camp 
Sherman at 6 p. m. that day, remain- 
ing there until May 12, when we left on 
Pullman cars for Camp Merritt, N. 3., 
where we remained for three weeks, 
and sailed on the steamer Port Denni- 
sbn, carrying 1500 men, June 5. We 
went, direct to Halifax' 'and it was a; 
truly delightful ocean voyage. 
"We met the remainder of our con- 


voy at Halifax, nad when we left there 
we' had 15 troop ships altogether. We^ 
had a mild sea all the way over and 
were rather disappointed that we did, 
not meet any of those Hun subs, but 
they knew enough to keep out of our 
path The only thing we did_meet were' 
numerous fishing smacks close to the 
shore. We were on the water 16 days 
and landed near Txmdon, England. 
"We went by rail to a rest camp1 


at Southampton and remained there 
two days, and then was sent to France, 
arriving at La Havre, across tfte Eng- 
lish channel, at 5 A. m.,Jfune 24. We 
leftf-tBere^aly^the^expllationof two 
days m 'side-door Pullmans' for a town 
by the name of Fountain, it taking two 
days to make this trip. 
"There we boarded cbaches oh a'"nar- 
row-guage -railroad'and we sure did do 
some hill-climbing until we-reached a 
town by the'name of Nogent. Then 
we were made happy because -we "were 
loaded on",real - United States, trucks- 
which took us to Forcey, gust a cross- 
road with an old-fashioned mill, and 
which was the first place we could 
really call home. We arrived there at 
2 a. m., June 26. 


".During,all,Of;this time,I was,.in the 
signal corps of;the machine-gun com- 
pany of the 331st infantry, and found, 
it to be very interesting work. This 
place was our nearest to the firing-line. 
We remained here two weeks And then 
left for. LaSuze, being there two 
weeks also. The company was broken 
up and a good many of the men trans 
ferred to other organizations Leaving 
here we went to • Mayet where-I took- 
up -the -work on. machine guns. 
"We stayed at Mayet a week and 


left for a machine gun. school at Pont- 
valHan, where I took a real course in 
machine-gun work, for two weeks. 
"Left 


the latter place and returned to Mayet 
for a last week's course, or what we 
called.--=a post-graduate-course. 
After 
completion we were then permitted to 
take our" turn at fighting the Hun. 
While at Mayet the captain of my com- 
pany had/reported .me for'-transfer to 
the organizaitpn with which I am now 
attached.' 


"I left Mayet.for the classification 


camp- at Le Mans and was assigned 
to th^ - military police., This is the 
first city of any size that I have visit- 
ed in France for any length of time. 
It was here that I met Lieutenant 
Carl Myers and Major Chas. W. Miller 
from Newark. Both were looking- fine 
and in excellent spirits. 
"I left LeMans September 17 and 
came to Xoyan, a large training station 
where .1 am doing'police work. France 
is truly a wonderful country and with 
its odl cities and ancient buildings is 
most interesting. I do not know, when 
I will be sent home but I am hoping 
that it will be soon.'M
